Paint the surface with DURACO BONDING PAINT or 
suitable substitute as recommended. A large paint brush or 
an ordinary broom may be used for spreading the paint, but 
care should be taken to put the paint on as evenly and thinly 
as possible. On concrete and other hard, smooth surfaces the 
paint should be made to cover 100 to 150 sq. ft. per gallon. 
On gravel, macadam or other porous surfaces, one gallon should 
cover 30 to 50 sq. ft. of area. The application of this paint is 
important, as an excess might come up through the DURACO 
and cause a soft spot. 
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(4) Spread the DURACO directly upon the freshly painted sur¬ 
face.

Roof repairs usually require two classes of materials— 
(a) a heavy bodv material applied with a trowel; (b) a 
liquid material which can be applied with a roofer’s brush. 

The first material, a heavy mastic, which is applied 
with a trowel, is known as “FibroTex.”

This natural property 
of these gums and oils is considerably enhanced by our 
method of heat-treating the raw material. The asbestos 



fibre, interlacing with the gum and oil composition, gives 
FibroTex strength—just as the placing of steel bars in 
concrete reinforces it against structural stresses and strains. 

This is an important point, because toughness—the ability 
to “hold together,” is a quality that cannot be too strongly 
emphasized in a material of this kind, and FibroTex has 
it to an unusual degree. . 

FibroTex is of the same consistency as fairly soft putty. 
As a matter of fact, it can very conveniently be applied 
with a small pointing trowel on small surfaces. Over large 
surfaces, a plasterer’s trowel is preferable, as the material 
spreads out evenly and smoothly under the ordinary trowel¬ 
ing motion. 

Fibrotex Topping—A Roof Coating For

Ironite is a positive waterproofing against head water pressure and is 
recommended for finishing the waterproofing job in specifications “A”, used from 
the inside. 

Goldblatt's Ironite provides a method of waterproofing concrete (or proofing 
against mineral oils) through the medium of “plugging” the pores which per¬ 
meate this type of construction. 

Ironite is a finely powdered compound which through chemical development 
is capable of a considerable increase in volume. It is mixed with water and 
applied with brush—the water acting as a carrying agent for depositing the 
waterproofing into the pores of the surface. 

As every one knows, concrete and masonry surfaces are porous. These 
pores permit the penetration of moisture. The purpose of Ironite is to seal the 
{>ores. This it is capab-e of doing, first—because the material is so finely powdered 
that it is easily carried by water into the pores and, second—because of its 
:v^ chemical activity, it expands to such a volume as to mechanically fill up and 
plug the pores into which it has been absorbed. 

In view of these circumstances it is evident that the benefit to be derived 
from Ironite as an oilproofing, or as a waterproofing, depends to a great extent 
upon the care and thoroughness of its application. That is why the following 
Specification “A” we have gone into considerable details concerning the proper 
app ication of Ironite. These specifications should be followed faithfully to 
obtain the best results. 


Specifications “A”—For Application of Ironite 

GENERAL 


immediately be coated with 


The surface shall now 
Ironite mixed with water. 

A practical method of mixing Ironite with water is to 
place 10 pounds of Ironite in a 10-quart pail and cover 
with water, approximately 2 inches above the layer of 
Ironite (see Fig. 1). In application, the brush is dipped 
into the pail through the water and over the surface of 
the Ironite (see Fig. 2). 

APPLY UNIFORMLY 

Generally 3 to 6 applications are required, depending 
upon conditions. 

WETTING IN BETWEEN COATS 

Each application shall be allowed from 16 to 24 hours 
for chemical action. It is important, after applying each 
ccat, to allow approximately 1 hour to elapse, and then to 
go over the surface with a wet brush. 




All surfaces to be waterproofed shall be thoroughly 
cleaned and all defective areas, such as those marked by 
tie wires, spreader blocks, etc., shall be cut out and 
carefully painted. 

BONDING COAT FOR POINTING UNEVEN SECTIONS 

The surface to be painted shall be thoroughly saturated 
with water and then treated with a Bonding Coat, consist¬ 
ing of Portland Cement, Ironite and water. 

Immediately following the wetting, and application of 
the bonding coat, the uneven and defective sections shall 
be pointed with a mortar, consisting of 1 part by volume 
of cement and 2 parts of sand, to which 10 pounds of 
Ironite is added for each bag of cement. 

Before applying, the surface shall be thoroughly wetted. 

MIX AS REQUIRED 

After the surface has been thoroughly covered it shall be coated with 2 applica¬ 
tions of Stuccotex. (Name color.) 

Care shall be taken to thoroughly wet the surface immediately before the applica¬ 
tion of Stuccotex. After the first application of Stuccotex has had 24 hours to 
harden, the surface shall be again wetted and a second coat of Stuccotex applied 
to insure a complete uniform appearance. 

Substantially the same procedure shall be followed for treating floors as described 
above. The penetration into the pores of the surface can be improved by vigorous 
brushing of the surface with a stiff bristle broom after the Ironite has been applied. 

Care shall be taken to apply evenly and uniformly over the floor. The individual 
applications should not be heavy, otherwise the chemical development will not be 
complete. 

Specifications “B”—For Patching and Filling Cracks 

1 — In filling a crack or patching a hole, thin edges of the filler should 
he avoided. For this reason the hole or crack should be cut out with per- 
pendicular sides to a depth of about 1%" or 2" (See figures 3, 4 and 6). 
tf '*" * ^TSk. ,a?< ^ £■. 0 J* \ o'{ 2—Clean cut thoroughly by wire-brushing to remove loose particles. Saturate 

with water and immediately apply a bonding coat of Portland Cement and 
water to which Ironite has been added in the proportion of ten pounds of 
Ironite to the bag of cement. Mix the Ironite dry with the cement and add 
water in quantity to proper brushing consistency. 

3— Immediately following the bonding coat, fill with a mortar consisting oi 
half Ironite and half Portland Cement (by volume). Always mix the Ironite 
and cement dry and then add water to proper consistency for use. Trowel 
smooth. The Ironite prevents shrinkage and insures a tight bond of the 
patch.

5 — Keep patch damp with wet sawdust, sand or burlap.

One exceptional advantage of StuccoTex is its “anti-Con- 
densation” qualities. In many places, such as creameries, 
where there is considerable vapor in the air, this vapor 
condenses so ceilings and walls to such an extent that 
it concentrates in little globules, which, if they become 
weighted down with more water, drip constantly.
